STATE OF TERROR 


"Workmen, 
Infuriated 
at 
Broken 


Promises, Arm T^wnsclvcs and 


Defy Militia and Town 


Authorities. 


TORONTO, Sept. .28.—Messages re- 


ceived here from the Soo state that sev- 
eral hundred miners arc parading the 
streets, smashing windows, firing shots, 
etc. The police are unable to cope with 
the rioters and the troops though not 
yet 
called out, 
will undoubtedly be 


rushed to the scene. 


DETROIT, Sept.~28.—A dispatch just 


received from Sault Ste. Marie by the 
News says the rioters arc attacking the 
militia at the works. The soldiers who 
are being bombarded with rocks and all 
sorts of missiles, had 
refrained from 


firing up to the time the dispatch was 
filed. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 28.—John 


C. Carruth, of Philadelphia, president of 
the Industrial Title and Trust company, 
was today appointed receiver for tho 
Consolidated Lake Superior company by 
Judge Platt, in the United States-dis- 
trict court. His bond was placed at 
$10,000. Judge Harrison of 
this city.

pany consented to the appointment of 
the receiver. 


DETROIT. Sept. 28.—A Ttfcws special 


from Sault Ste. Mario, Mich., says: 


A mob of the discharged employes ot 


tho 
Consolidated Lake Superior com- 


pany after being put off with promises 
when 
they demanded their 
promised 


wages this morning broke away from all 
the restraint a largo force of special 
police could exert and smashed all the 
windows in the magnificent office build- 
ing of the company in tho Canadian Soo, 
charged upon the street cars and de- 
manded that the conductors and motor- 
men join them and were only prevented 
from doing further damage by a clever 
ruse of one of the company's officials 
who turned in a fire alarm to divert at- 
tention. 


DEFENDERS FIRE SHOTS. 


ALMOST EVERY MAN in the crowd 


was armed and in the ugliest kind of a 
mood. A determined assault was made 
upon the entrances of the buildings, but 
the door was defended strenuously by 
those inside who fired a large number 
of shots, none of which, however, took 
an effect. The hardware store of W. 
H. Plummer and company was broken 
into last night and every gun and re- 
volver in stock was stolen together with 
the ammunition that could be found. 


The authorities have called out the 


local company of militia and have tele- 
graphed an urgent request to Toronto 
for both the regulars and more militia. 
The local militia company is small and 
totally incapable of coping with the sit- 
uation. 


Orders have been issued to close all 


the bars in the Canadian Soo, but up to 
noon today none of the saloons had 
boen closed. A mob is now marching 
down upon a saloon operated near the 
company's works whose owner enraged 
the men by offering to cash their checks 
for ten cents on the dollar. 


Inasmuch as the police arc helpless 


more rioting at this point seems sure 
to ensue. Crowds of idle men fill the 
downtown streets and the Canadian Soo 
is completely at the mercy of the mob. 


A mooting of the employes of tho com- 


pany was held in Barnes' hall this morn- 
ing and its proceedings were of the most 
heated character. Tho particular griev- 
ance which seems to have inflamed the 
men 
to disorder was the promise of 


pay today when the men felt tho com- 
pany knew they could not do it. 


Immediately after this meeting ad- 


journed the men went in a body to the 
offices of the company determined to get 
their money or get satisfaction, as they 
put it. Tho doors of the offices were 
locked and guarded by police and all the 
men got was a bulletin posted upon the 
door which declared the president and 
directors in New York were unable to 
rafao tho necessary money, but promised 
to pay all wage claims in thirty days 
and. sturt up the works again. 


SERVED BUT TO ANGER. 


This notice 
seemed 
to 
anger the 


crowd, numbering about 1,500, and made 


them furious and despite the efforts of 
the combined strength of the local po- 
lice force and the company's private po- 
lice fired rocks and other missiles di- 
rected at the windows of the office 
building, inside of which could be seen 
the officials of the company. A deter- 
mined attempt was made to enter the 
building. 


Some of them turned in an alarm of 


fire to turn the hoso on the mob. The 
firemen turned the streams on the 
crowd and kept them at a distance. This 
reduced the size of the mob to propor- 
tions where they could be handled by 
the police and the rioters were then 
driven off tho premises. 


TO PREVENT MEETINGS. 


The attack on the street cars follow- 


ed and in order to avoid a clash all the 
cars on the Canadian side were ordered 
to the barn. Another meeting of the 
men has been called for 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, but the authorities have giv- 
en orders that no further meetings are 
to be held and the police and militia 
will attempt to 
prevent 
any 
public 


meetings. This order, the men say, they 
will disregard, and it is likely serious 
trouble will follow an attempt to hold 
a meeting unless the police recede from 
their position. 


In the conflict between tho mob and 


the police at the works, Patrolman Lit- 
tlewood was seriously injured and Pa- 
trolman Stinson was also hurt quite 
badly. Two other policemen were in- 
jured more or less seriously. 


FIREMEN THREATENED. 


The firemen have also come under the 


ban of tho mob who threaten all kinds 
of things to the department because of 
their action at the works. The fire hall 
is closed and locked and guarded from 
within by armed men. The ferry boat 
is not allowed to land in the Canadian 
side as the rioters are at the ferry dock 
in force and threaten to take every em- 
ploye off the boat ns soon as it ties up 
to the dock. 


In a fight over the arrest of a French 


woodsman at noon two Frenchmen, who

SHADE TREES CONTROVERSY 


Library Board to Deckle Whether They 


Will Remain or Not. 


An cITort is being made to have tlie 


shade trees in front of the new library 
removed, as it is claimed they obstruct 
tho views of the . building.

From ten to fourteen passengers nar-

A number of persons were injured slight 
ly and there was a panic. 


It was about 9:15 o'clock when a 


North Main street car, in charge of Mo- 
torman 
Nelson, started, north on tho 


regular run. Belated pedestrians and 
clerks in dry goods and other stores 
crowded into the car. 'Rain was falling; 
the night was disagreeable and rails 
slippery. 


From the central barns of the Mil- 


waukee Electric Railway & Light com- 
pany there is quite a grade and the car 
ran pretty fast. When near the bot- 
tom of this grade a locomotive of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railway 
which had previously come in from the 
west with a passenger train, steamed on 
the crossing from the cast, bound for 
the round house tor the night. 


COLLISION UNAVOIDABLE. 


On the front platform of the car was 


the'Motorman, Nelson, Henry G. Press 
er and an old gentleman whose name 
was not learned. The motorman was 
looking back and making change for a 
passenger. Mr. Prcsser saw tliat on ac 
count of the speed o? the. car it woult 
be impossible to avoid a collision, foi 
the railway gates were not down and 
the rails of tho electric line slippery. 
veiled to the motornmn who made every 
effort to stop his car. At the snuie timi 
Engineer Len Bullock, ol the St. Pan 
locomotive, saw the danger and brought' 
his engine to a stop, but the car struct1 
the front part of tho big engine with a 
mighty crash. Presser leaped from UK 
platform of the car before the eras! 
came, but Motorman Nelson and the ol 
gentleman spoken of remained. The car 
was thown nearly diagonally across the 
street. There was a panic in the car 


a.nd 
with tho breaking of glass 
and 


screaming of the lady passengers, the 
excitement was something interesting 
for a' time. In the meantime Mr. Press- 
or believed many had been badly injured 
and ran to the power house for assist- 
ance, while others telephoned the police 
office and crowds soon gathered. 


THE LIST OF INJURED. 


One lady fainted away, another was 


rendered nearly 
unconscious by her 


head coming in contact with the side of 
the 
car, tho motorman was limping 


around with an injured, breast and legs, 
men and women were cut with glass, 
the front part of the electric car was a 
complete wreck and the forward trucks 
of the locomotive were off the track. 
After the excitement was quieted down 
the following names of injured were 
learned: 


Motorman Nelson, injured about tho 


breast, legs and body, not dangerously. 
Was able to walk home. 


Mrs! M. Heinrich, No. 1422 North 


Chatham street, head injured by coming 
in contact with tho side of car. Recov- 
ered in n short time and was able to 
walk home. 


There were a . number of others cut 


by flying glass, but only slightly. Among 
others in the car were Mrs. Rukfcer, 
Mies Hettvick and Henry Presser. 


Who was to blame' for the accident 


has not been determined. It is custom- 
ary for electric cars to stop before pass- 
ing railway crossings, but in this in- 
stance tho car failed to stop. The rail- 
way gates were not down. The prdmpt- 
nes's with which Engineer Bullock stop- 
ped his engine, saved a fearful loss of 
life.

The bearish condition of the stock 


and grain market for many weeks has 
caused Eacino speculators to keep con- 
stantly drawing on their bank accounts, 
although a few have kept on the ripht 
side of the markets and have realized 
good dividends off their Investments.

bearish this morning, December and 
May wheat opened half a cent off ol the 
close Saturday noon.

ation in all markets, wheat, corn and 
stcoks. 
The bears have not had an 


inning in grain for many weeks, and 
perhaps one was due. 
Tho slump in 


wheat was sta.rtcd by a Chicago trader 
throwing several bushels of long De- 
cember wheat on the market.

Russian and Great Britain shipments 
of wheat began to increase, and Great 
Britain sent reports that European re- 
quirements were being supplied without 
the aid of this country. Also reports 
from Argentine, that the crop would 
be a record breaker, were used by the 
bears. Good weather in the northwest, 
and the belief that the movement would 
be heavy, also had its effect; and lastly, 
talk of a strike of the mill hands at 
Minneapolis helped the bears in their 
campaign.

R. H. Chittenden, director of the Shef- 
field Scientific school, announced today 
that through the courtesy of -Secretary 
Root and Surgeon General ORielly, of 
tho army the war department would co 
operate with the Sheffield laboratory in 
a physiological study of the minimum 
amount of albuminous food required for 
the maintenance of health and strength 
under ordinary conditions o£ life. In 
carrying out tiiis purpose, 21 men have 
been detailed from the hospital corps o 
the army and will be in New Haven 
next Monday.

Carroll D. Wright, commissioner of 


abor, on tho allegation of Gov. La Fol- 
ettc, when interviewed said that, "in 
lis opinion, "there has been very little 
difference in the advance of wages and 
n the increased cost of living. He 
states that it is always true in times 
of exceptional prosperity, that the price 
of living advances more rapidly than do 
;he rates of wages, and that it is also 
true that in times of depression the 
jrices of products and the profits of 
>usiness decrease much sooner and more 
rapidly than do the rates of wages. 


He says the expenses and the cost of 


iving, on the average, probably have 
lot advanced more than 15 or 17 per 
cent, and that any statmeiit to the 
effect that they have advanced 27 per 
cent is a very grave error. I asked Mr. 
Wright what was his opinion as to the 
present condition of laboring men as 
compared to their condition at any 
other time or times heretofore. He 
said there was no doubt whatever that 
laboring men were in better condition 
;odny than they have ever before been 
it any time in the history of the conn- 
;ry, and that there was ever}' reason 
;o bclivc that their condition would con- 
tinue to improve. 


So far as the wage question in Ba- 


cine is concerned, the governor is way

the Macedonians as laboring under dis- 
abilities rendering them practically out- 
laws deprived of the elementary rights 
oi humanity. "Germany, Austria and 
Russia," he said, "are giving a free hand 
to tho sultan because they have agreed 
to partition off Turkey in Europe. Aus- 
tria is to have a protectorate over Ser- 
via, with half of Macedonia, down to 
Salonica. Russia will get the other half 
of Macedonia, with a protectorate over 
Bulgaria, while Germany will get a slice 
of Asiatic Turkey and the port of Ka- 
lonica. When all the Christians have 
been massacred this triumvirate, will es- 
tablish a commercial zollvcrcin and keep 
out British trade."

"Tho first assertion, that the cost of 


the necessities of life has increased 27 
per 
cent, seems substantially 
correct. 


The trusts in tho past six years have se- 
cured a firmer hold, their control of in- 
dustry is more complete and their appe- 
tite for profits has developed. A 27 pel- 
cent increase in groceries, fuel and cloth- 
ing is a fair estimate. But the figures 
on the increase in wages are grossly in- 
accurate. There is hardly a skilled la- 
borer or unskilled workman in Wiscon- 
sin who is not receiving more than 110 
per cent of his wages six years ago. A 
10 per cent raise means $1.37 for the 
former $1.25 man, $1.05 for the former 
SI.00 man and $2.20 for the former i?2 
man. The wage-earners of La Crossc 
have only to calculate from their own 
experience to prove Mr. Erickson's fig- 
ures erroneous. The paving contractors 
pay £2 this year for their help; in 180' 
men were plentiful at $1.25, showing an 
increase of 00 per cent in favor of 1903. 
On the railroads running out 
of La 


Crosso most of the trainmen and engine- 
men have received increases of 10 and 
15 per cent within the last year, besides 
other increases since 1807. That year 
was just at the close of the hard times.

in La Crosse have received during tho 
past six years increases ranging from 
25 to at least 50 per cent: The carpon 
tors, tho teamsters, the team owners, the 
bricklayers (increase probably 100 per 
cent), tho painters, tho plumbers, th 
various railroad cmployos. The payrolls 
of tho La Crosse factories are larger nol 
only because they contain the names o:

OUR INCREASING EXPORTS. 


Our Chinese trade is constantly grow- 


ing, and during the past ten years has 
mounted up from $4,000,000 to $10,000,- 
000. It seems the real exports are larg- 
er from the statement tho exports to 
Hong Kong are not included in these fig- 
ures and that about $8,000,000 
more 


should be added to the $10,000,000, mak- 
ing a total Chinese trade of $27,000,000, 
against a total of $8,000,000 in the year 
1S93. As to Japan we have increased 
our trade there from $3,000,000 in 1893 
to $21,000,000 last year. Our African

Samuel T. Ferguson was 
tie victim of the outrage and his secre- 
ary, Charles L. Martin of Cincinnati, is 
atally injured. 


Mr. Ferguson, who is the paymaster 
f the Ferguson Construction company 
f Pittsburg, was driving along tlic Mid- 
letown road in a buggy accompanied 
iy his secretary, Mr. Martin. The dis- 
rict was unsafe and as the men had tho 
veckly pay, amounting to $3,000, in the 
iiiggy, Mr. Mnrtin was armed. The rob- 
icrs evidently were aware of this fact 
,nd did not dare to hold up the buggy 
ind its occupants. 


DYNAMITE CHARGE IN ROAD. 
Without, warning when about fifteen 


nilea from here a charge of dynamite 
I'hieh" evidently had been buried a few 
nchcs deep in tho road way was explod- 
d by an electric battery just at the mo- 
ncnt that the buggy was passing over 
he spot. The vehicle was blown liter- 
.lly to pieces, killing Ferguson outright 
and blowing Mr. Martin over 200 feet 
rom the spot, tearing his left arm from 
ts socket.

plan for fattening calves for market is 
to allow them to suck native cows of 
large milking capacity and allow each 
cow to raise three or four calves to a 
proper age for market. This saves em- 
ploying milkers and is profitable when 
the" calves have some fat cattle blood in 
them.

MOISTURE IN BUTTER. 


Some Hnticr StuUcru Have Clone Too 


Far in TiiUlns O«* Water. 


Professor McKay of the Iowa college 


has contributed many ideas to the 
dairy industry thnt have been eStreme- 
ly valuable. He is ever on the lookout 
for a now or improved method of han- 
dling tho produce of the cow in a way 
that will net more profit to the cream- 
cry man and the dairyman. Just now 
ho 13 giving a gooJ deal of study and 
investigation to the subject at moisture 
in the butter. 


For years we have all been hammer- 


intf away at butter makers to incor- 
poVsite less water 
in butter, says 


Creamery Journal. The agitation grew 
out of the mottle question, as at first it 
was believed that excessive moisture 
was the chief cause of the trouble. It 
ippeara that the agitation'has had its 
effects, but the butter makers have 
gone too far, and most of the butter 
now made in our creameries contains 
too little moisture. Professor McKay 
says he believes the average in Iowa 
is below 12 per cent. . He will issue a 
bulletin shortly giving the results of a 
careful investigation in the fleld. The 
loss is not all made in the moisture, the 
casein incorporated being also an Im- 
portant Item. Professor McKay esti- 
mates that Iowa creamery interests 
alone sustain a loss aggregating $500,- 
000 or more annually through this de- 
fect in manufacture'. 


Bnttor containing excessive moisture 


cannot be distinguished from butter 
that ia "dry" except by analysis. In a 
recent contest a tub was thrown out 
as defective because it had a slushy 
appearance, and the Judges declared 
that it cont'nincfl too much water. An- 
other tub was rejected because it was 
too "dry." Analysis of samples from 
these two packages showed that the 
first tub contained 13 per cent of mois- 
ture while the "dry" package actually 
had in it more than 16 per cent The 
appearance of the two tubs of butter 
misled the judges, and it was due en- 
tirely to tho method of tempering, 
churning and salting. 


The scientific butter maker, looking 


to the interests of his employer, will 
make a buttev t'iat contains, say, 14 to 
15 per cent of moisture.

Netornnlui For Crcftm. 


The trend of Nebraska's dairying is 


emphatically toward cream production, 
savs Professor 
A. L. Haecker in 


Creamery Journal. So pronounced has 
been this development that the state 
may now be called a cream producing 
state, for very little milk Is being de- 
livered to creameries. 
At the present 


time there are four cream buying in- 
stitutions in Nebraska of considerable 
size, while there are nine or ten In- 
stitutions that are buying Nebraska 
cream. There are about forty cream- 
eries and five cheese factories, while 
tho hand separators must number at 
least 8,000. 
The "centralizing" plan 


suems to meet the environment of the 
country, for everywhere farmers are 
accepting the method and seem to be 
satisfied with the change. 


A Timely Criticism. 


One of the German agriculturists re- 


cently touring in this country criticised j 
the placing of a hand separator in the 
; 


middle of the dairy barn, and stated 
that tho German law would forbid the 
placing of a separator in such a situa- 
tion. Why? Because of the liability 
of the cream to absorb barn odora, | 
with consequent lowering of the qual- 
ity of the butter. 
They evidently be- 


lieve in preventing the Introduction 
of oft flavors in the milk instead of re- 
lying on the ability of tho butter maker 
to get them out afterward. 


Care of the Cows. 


To my mind there is nothing better 


In warm weather than to turn tho 
cows into tho pasture at .night—better 
for the cows and for the pasture, says 
C. D. Richardson in American Culti- 
vator. Barns should bo well lighted 
and ventilated. I would not keep cows 
in stanchions all winter; it is not good 
for tho general health'of the'animal 
or for the production of a first class 
dairy product. 


They should be turned into a shel- 


tered yard twice a day to drink. Wn 
cannot afford to keep our cows other 
thnn we do our families—in clpnn, 
sweet, comfortable quarters. Take caro 
of your dairy cow a8 you would your 
driving horse. 


Improvement In New Yorlt. 


New York dairy and creamery butter 


should hold a still better position in the 
market as soon as the work of the four 
new state, dairy iustructors .begins to 
show effect. They v.-lll visit the sec- 
tions where room arid desire for im- 
provement are seen and do what they 
can to point out the trouble. The salary 
of $1,200 a year .will probably attract 
many candidates, but the civil service 
examination should weed them • out 
satisfactorily. 
Tbe state cheese in- 


structore are already doing good work, 
and competent butter teachers might 
prove even more helpful.—American 
Agriculturist.

Enough rennet is added to the morn- 


ing's milk, set in a Jar at a tempera- 
ture of 70 degrees F., to coagulate in 
two or three hours. 
Instead of any 


special mold a common hair sieve may 
bo usscl. After pouring out the whey 
'gathered on top of the curd cut tho 
latter into slices with a skimmer and 
lay It in the sieve to drnin. 
When 


well drained add cream In quantities 
to suit, but not more than that from 
a quantity of milk equal to that first 
coagulated. Mix the curd nud cream 
by mashing with a wooden peatle like 
a potato masher until a uniform paste 
is obtained. This is then placed in 
winker molds or baskets lined with 
muslin. In France heart shaped molds 
arn made for the purpose. The cheose 
is used when freshly made. If it is 
to be kept several days an ice box will 
be necessary. 


Canned Cheese Curd. 


Professor Permit of the Oregon ex- 


periment station haa 7nadc some very 
interesting 
experiments 
in 
taking 


fresh cheese curd ready for the press 
and sealing it hermetically in tin cans. 
In this condition the curd goes through 
.the curing process in good shape. The 
cans, holdiiig about tlvo pounds, were 
first paraffined. 
The curd was then 


packed in the tins under pressure, re- 
maining in the press, overnight. They 
were then «oldt<red acid laid away. The 
loss of the rind and a large per cent 
of' the usual shrinkage was thus 
avoided. 'Who can tell but what this 
may open the door to a new method 
of putting up cheese for market? 


The prospects for a targe make of 


cheese and butter the balance of the 
season in Canada are bright. -Never 
perhaps in the history Of Canadian dai- 
rying have the pastures, taking the 
coutitry as a whole, Been betted at this 
season. In Ontario especially there is 
abundance of grass, and little if any 
supplementary feed will be needed for 
some time, in eastern Ontario and ex- 
tending through Quebec and into the 
maritime provinces the severe drought 
of May and early June caused pastures 
to dry up considerably, forming a seri- 
ous menace to the milk flow. But copi- 
ous rains late in June and in July have 
Improved matters wonderfully, and the 
outlook is most hopeful for a large 
make. 


In eastern Ontario and some parts of 


Quebec, where the dairy is largely the | 
mainstay of the farmer, a drought leads 
to serious consequences. When a farm- 
er cannot secure his usual return from 


j the dairy and the hogs kept in connec- 


tion with it he is in a'bad way. The re- 
newal of the pasture, therefore, means 
much in the districts referred to. 


In 
central 
and western Ontario, 


though dairying forms an Important 
part of the farmer's operations in many 
districts, he follows a more varied sys- 
tem of farming and consequently is not 
BO seriously affected when the grass 
supply fails. 


Kama* Farmer* Co-operatlns. 
About a year ago between eighty and 


ninety farmers in the vicinity of Bland, 
fan., organized a co-operative compa- 
y and erected a skimming station, 
^he machinery and everything includ- 
d in the plant cost them an even 
11,200. They have.made no effort to 
make butter, and it is .not a creamery. 
During most if not all'the time so far 
heir butter fat has been solfl to a 
reamery in Haven. Di;. ',\ig the past 
rear the concern has paid a trifle more 
ban the nsual'price for cream, but the 
)olicy haa been decided upon of paying 
:he Same as other "buyers for the next 
year, and then .'If any surplus remains 
after paying the 10 per cent dividend i 
will be distributed among the patrons 
:o the amount of cream sold to it. This 
Is substantially the Rochdale: system. 
A 10 per cent dividend will be declared 
.n a few weeks on the first year's busi- 
ness, and the company is flourishing. 
It has about eighty members. 


Not a nival of Good Butter. 


The dairy business is safe from cheap 


imitation butter, but R is not safe from 
a competitor, remarks Colon C. Lillie 
in Michigan Farmer. 
Oleomargarine 


(uncolored) has come to stay, and It 
will cut quite a figure. Every pound of 
poor butter gives oleomargarine anoth- 
er friend. Oleomargarine Is preferable 
to poor butter and is bound to displace 
all poor butter on the market. It will 
never affect the belter grnflcs of butter, 
because they are better tlmn oleomar- 
garine, and people will buy them in 
preference. 
Cut poor butter will sell 


less and less till in time it will be driv- 
en entirely from the market. People 
•who will make poor butter should bo 
compelled to eat it themselves, and 
with oleomargarine selling for what it 
is and at its normal price but little poor 
butter can find a place on the market. 


One of the Impossibilities. 


Producing cream with the same per 


cent of fat from day to day is one of 
the things that verge on the Impossi- 
ble, according to Honrd's Dairyman. 
There are too many things that cause 
variations. The speed of the separator 
bowl affects the cronm by making it 
richer as tho speed increases. Equally 
a slower motion makes a thin crenrn 
thinner. So vphere a hand separator is 
used there is no guarantee that an even 
motion is kept up, and the uneven mo- 
tion produces an uneven cream. If the 
separator is crowded with a full milk 
flow and then for a short time the sup- 
ply is lessened the result la first a thin 
cream and then a thick cream in small 
amount. The separator is not infallible 
in its crenrn product, and the fact 
should be recognised. 


Indiana "Gospel" Meeting. 


The Indiana State Dairy association 


has decided to conduct a series of one 
day meetings at points in the state 
where-there are dairy Interests of suf- 
ficient importance to warrant it, special 
attention being given to places where 
there have never been any meetings of 
the dairy association. Professor H. B. 
Van Norman, secretary of the state as- 
sociation, expects localities 
wanting 


them to notify him and, to give suffi- 
cient time fot selecting the dates and 
speakers and properly advertising the 
meetings. 


Then the Cow Died. 


If a cow is sick do not consult a cow 


doctor, but get a competent veterina- 
rlnn. One time n local cow doctor ad- 
vised us to give glaubnr salts, to a valu- 
able Jersey which was nearly due to 
calve. He warned us that to neglect 
this was to court the risk of losing the 
cow. 
"There was Byron Smith," he 


said. "He let his cow run on till I had 
to give her sixteen doses of salts—and 
then she died." We didn't give the 
salts, and the cow still lives.—Dairy 
and Creamery-
